Gapeworms.. 

Gapeworms are small worms that 
lodge in. the windptpes of chicks and 
in time*choke them to death. It has 
never, been. definitely. settled whero 
they cone from. When they first en- 
ter the windpipe they are 80 small 
that they can hardly be seen with the 
naked eye, but uniess destroyed they 
grow until they fill the ‘windp!pe, 
rcausing the chick ‘to gape. for breath, 
hence the name. ‘There aro a num 
ber. of ways of treating gapoworms 
in chicks. One of the best fs to place 
the chicks In a tight box covered over 
the top with cheesecloth and dust alr- 
alacked Hme through the cloth. This 
will catise them to ‘sneeze violently, 
and the worms will be expelled from 
the throat. Be caraft! not to overdo 
the thing. and choke the chicks to 
death. Phe worms can alaa boo re- 
moved by Inserting a couple of loop 
ed and twisted horse hairs Inte the 
windpipe, giving a few turns and 
withdrawing, but it is a tedloux ‘Jeb,
